They were at the agent’s house 
when I arrived, and I was told he had 
only failed to sell the other slaves be­ 
cause his price was too high. 
The agent himself was polite and 
hospitable. 
Business

brisk. 
I knew he had sent off eight 
slaves to the coast only three days 
before, with orders that they should 
carry their own shackles and be care­ 
fully pinned together at night. But 
we talked only of the rumored divi­ 
sion of the Congo, for on the other 
subject he was naturally a little shy, 
and I found out long afterwards that 
he knew the main object of my Jour­ 
ney. Next day, however, he was alone 
with the friend who accompanied me, 
and he then attempted to defend his 
position as agent by saying the object 
of the government was to buy up 
slaves through their 
special agents 
and “redeem” them from slavery by 
converting them into “contract labor­ 
ers” for San Thome. 
The argument 
was ingenious. 
The picture of a pitiful government 
willing to purchase the freedom of all 
slaves without thought of profit, and 
only driven to contract them for San 
Thome because otherwise the expense 
Vonld be unbearable—it is almost pa­ 
thetic.
